Must Send More Than Men and Ammunition to Europe If 


We Would Win the War Says Whitman; Asks For 
Commission to Obtain Information on Food Production 
and Consumption in State; Answers Critics; No BilLr 
Introduced and Session Adjourns. 


Albany, July 31.—A vigorous request for an effective food con- 


trol bill in Xew York in order to enable state authorities to suppple- 
ment the provisions of the federal measure now pending in congress 
was made by Governor Whitman in a special message transmitted 
tonight to the legislature assembled in extraordinary session at his 
summons to enact food legislation. 


"It is our duty not only to take care of ourselves—we are together 


with England. France, Italy and Russia," the message reads, "If ouu 
cause is going to win we must care for our allies. 
"We must send more 


than men, money or munitions, we must send food above everything 
else in the world. We cannot do this without making real sacrifices. 
Tn order that we may do it with as little disturbance to our own 
economic He as possible I have convened you in extraordinary 
session. 


Suite Commission. 


The Governor recommended a state 


food control commission to obtain in- 
formation on all food production and 
consumption and report the same to 
the federal food administrator, includ- 
ing the amount of food and fuel In 
storage, the state's own requirements 
and its possible food exports to and im- 
ports from other states and countries. 


To prohibit further placing in stor- 


age of food products without Us per- 
mission and to prescribe rules govern- 
ing the same. To seize and distribute 
food products in case of necessity af- 
ter paying the value of property. 


All of the powers above enumerated 


the Governor declared are being ex- 
'ercised by our allies. 


Tho message-contained no sugges- 


tions that 
maximum 
or minimum 


prices be fixed, the Governor holding 
price fixing to be a federal prlvi'ege. 


Answers Critics. 


The Governor answered some of hla 


many critics, who have held unneces- 
sary an extra session for the enact- 
ment of food legislation by declaring: 


"It has been suggested that there 


are interests which will defeat any at- 
tempt to pass proper measures for food 
regulation. I do not believe that any 
substantial group of people in the 
state of New York will by reason of 
their own selfish Interests attempt to 


sc'-c sny such measure. I am confi- 


dent that we can with the conscienti- 
ous support and devotion of all accom- 
plish much toward solving this prob- 
lem by the enactment of legislation." 


Early In the message it was recalled 


that during the legislative regular ses- 
sion a joint committee, consisting of 
appointees of the 
Governor, Mayor 


Mitchel of .New York, and the legis- 
lature, recommended food control leg- 
islation. That which was enacted the 
Governor held to oe not sufficient to 


same as at the beginning' of 
This was occomplished by 
commission that purchased wheat at 
private sale In all countries of the 
world." 


Legislation Necessary. 


In commenting on the powers hr 


wished to be vested with the prospec- 
tive commission, the governor said; 


"It is not necessary for me to comj 


rrient on the necessity of legislation tc 
prevent hoarding and to prevent thi 
committing of willful waste. Hoard- 
ing, speculation and waste contribuU 
in no small degree to high food prices, 
I am informed that in order to main- 
tain, high prires there are many in- 
stances, even in our own state, where 
food has wilfully been destroyed. 


"In the spring tho people were call-, 


ing upon the farmers in ho uncertain 
terms to increase the acreage of land 
and the farmer responded nobly.

is now the duty of those who called 
for this increase to see to it that hi 
does not suffer from his action."

Jo.quln Nunez and Peplta Alvarez 


lived In a little town not more than 
A mile from the Texas border. Along 
that border were strung United States 
troops to protect the Americans from 
incursions of the Mexicans. 


The bandit generals were as merci- 


less toward their own men as to the 
citizens. When a deserter was caught 
t^s captors did not take the trouble to 
convene a court martial to try him. 
They stood him up and shot him.

There he found the colonel 
in campaign uniform—namely, woolen 
shirt, trousers and boots—and made a 
formal demand for the culprit. 


Now, there was much red tape among 


the troops, which was unknown on the 
other side of the line. The colonel was 
responsible to the general, the general 
to the secretary of war, and the sur- 
render of a man who had crossed the 
border to Mexican authority was at- 
tended with much difficulty.

He whose fato had been'bonnd up In 


so much red- tape was a dead body. 
He had been shot by Nunez from 
across the border line. 


The proceedings having been thus 


ended the Mexicans dispersed, Nunez 
being escorted back to the town by his 
fellow citizens. No one having claim- 
ed the body of the culprit, he was 
burled by the United States troops. 
The colonel bad been saved a lot of 
correspondence, which greatly rellov- 
ed him, for it was almost impossible 
to get the Mexican*—the only means 
of communication—to carry any mes- 
sage, no matter bow important.

Its business value that naturn!ly the! 
concern of those engaged in it Is di- 
rected to its permanency. 
Curiously 


enough, the prevalent opinion thit fur 
bearing animals are fast decreasing In 
numbers Is not correct as regards those 
animals which furnish the bulk of tho 
fur business. 


There are a number of fur bearing 


animals which cannot exist In civilized 
and thickly settled countries and which 
consequently are fast dying out. 
But 


muskrats, coons, skunks and come oth- 
ers eeem to thrive and multiply in spite 
of civilization, for such old and thick- 
ly settled states as New York, Penn- 
sylvania and 
Ohio still contribute 


largely to the fur trade, especially in1 
muskrat elUliS. Should the time com^ 
when these animals cannot be had 
plentifully in their wild state it is no^ 
unlikely that they will be bred especial- 
ly for their furs.—New York Times.

French "seventy-five," a near relative 
of the British 33 and a twin of tha 
German "three." 


Sounds like higher mathematics or 


"Alice In Wonderland" or mere non- 
sense, doesn't it? Well, It's nothing oi 
the kind. It la a force that Is to blast 
the way to victory If the expectations 
of the war department are to be re- 
alized, writes a Washington, corre- 
spondent of the Philadelphia Prese. 


The Yankee "three" la the standard- 


ized field gun of the United States ar- 
tillery. It is being turned out in thou- 
sand lots for the biggest artillery drive 
that the world has known. 


I must walk warily and speak guard- 


edly In telling how tbe Yankee "three" 
and the things that go with it figure 
In the new artillery plans of the war 
department. There is so much that is 
dramatic that there is a temptation to 
overstep the bounds of prudence. A re- 
porter has been urged to teli any one 
of a dozen things which are big news, 
but which cannot be told without giv- 
ing Information to the enemy. 


I have therefore carefully and con- 


scientiously deleted everything that 
should remain untold, and I flnd enough 
remains of news that Is interesting. 
exclusive and timely to warrant this 
article. 


First I will tell the story of the Yan- 


kee "three." It Is a beautiful nnd a 
terrible weapon, racy In Its slim lines, 
even more effective than the French 
"seventy-five" In the efficiency of its 
execution. 


It was born In 1904 and was conceit- 


ed wholly in the United States. The 
bureau of ordnance of the war depart- 
ment after labored studies devised its 
essential mechanism, the spring de- 
vices that take up the recoil and keep 
the gun constantly "on tbe target." 


"75" 
German Discard, 


The French "seventy-five," as almost 


every one knows, is a German discard. 
The French ordnance bureau took it 
and after long study perfected it The 
French have turned out enormous 
quantities of the "seventy-fire" and 
have made it their most effective war 
arm. 
The caliber of the "seventy- 


five" is 2.95 inches The Yankee '-three"' 
la three inches exactly. The British 
standard field gnn is 33. The "field 
Fritz," ns the German gun Jhas been 
styled, is, like tbe Yankee gun, three 
inches exactly. 


While our allies look to us to furnish 


food by the shipload for their peoples 
and their armies, alrplaues by the thou- 
sand and other aids in the great war, 
the greatest of all their demands is for 
artillery and for tile munitions that go 
with It. 


Artillery in its broadest sense means 


the Yankee "three" and the three 
kinds of shell that are its food. These 
(ire the high explosive, the shrapnel, 
and the gas shell. Of these three pref- 
erence is being given to the high ex- 
plosive shell. 


American productive genius Is being 


culled upou to send ns many of the 
"threes" to tbe battle line as the out- 
put of all the Teutonic allies combined. 
This huge output is already within 
s-lcht, nnd it will soon be exceeded 
When the time for the great spring 
drive to the Rhine has arrived, say tho 
middle of next March, the United 
States •ttill ha\e enough "threes" at 
the front to smother any artillery re- 
sistance thnt the Germans may oppose 
nnd to •«ii>o out any system of trenches 
that may stand in their path. 


Output Is Enormous. 


I am not permitted even to estimate 


that enormous output. It is sufficient 
to know it will bo tho greatest gun pro- 
duction record thnt bus ever been 
made 


As I ha\ o an id, the high explosive 


shell \\ill be the one produced in the 
contest number und used most exten- 
slvelv on the battle front 
The rea- 


son for till* is that most of the shell- 
ing 
will 
bo directed 
nsjainst 
tbe 


trpnches 
Kitchener innde his monu 


niontnl mistake in henplng up shrnp 
nel shells bofoio the fiasco at Xeme 
Chupelle. IIo reasoned thnt ns shrnp- 
nel bnd won for him In Egypt it would 
prove equally effective agulnst tbe Ger- 
mnns. 


Shrapnel, as every soldier knows. 


dumps back of the American lines will 
be small mountains, and in these moun- 
tains will be lasting power sufficient, it 
well directed, to wipe out every foot ol 
trench along the great Hindenburg 
line. 


Tbe gas shell Is something that has 


not been revealed In all its details and 
will not be until after the war. It ia 
to be one of the big surprises ot wa< 
for "Friend Fritz." Both the quantity 
of production and the constituents of 
the gas are to remain a secret. 


I asked Colonel Edward P. O'Hern, 


who is in charge of ordnance produc- 
tion, what will be the principal use of 
the gas shell. 
By way of answer he 


told me what the Germans have been 
doing with it for more than a year anrt 
what the British and French are do- 
Ing with It now. It is like a certain 
patent medicine. It works while you 
sleep. The technique is to shell the 
trench with the gas shell at a time 
when most of the men are sleeping the 
sleep of the "dog tired" of'the trench 
weary. 
The rjjirsting projectile then 


releases its deadly content, and death 
comes in a sudden choking smother 
that is more frightful, more painful 
than any drownta",' could be. 


All three of these shells will be used 


in the Yankee "three" The ordinary 
range is to be five miles, but by eleva- 
tion the effective range can be raised 
to seven miles. 


Safety First In France. 


The theoretical limit of the Yankee 


"three" is 20,000 rounds 
Then the 


gun must be rerlfled because of the 
erosion that has taken place In the gun 
chamber. As a matter of fact and as a 
safety protection the gun to be used on 
the French front will be rerifled after 
10.000 rounds have been fired. Prema- 
ture explosions of shells in the gun and 
other causes of damage make neces- 
sary the 10,000 round limit as the line 
of safety. 


Like the French, German and British 


field guns, the Yankee "three" will take 
up the recoil without disturbing the 
sighting of the gun. It will fire twenty 
shots each minute. The allowance is 
one second for the discharge, two sec- 
onds for the recoil, escape of gases 
nnd the reload, a total of three seconds 
for the entiie operation 


Those who work the gun will never 


see what they try to hit. A battery 
commander who will be perhaps two 
or three miles away and in a position 
to observe the hits will direct over the 
telephone the working of the gun. Be- 
fore him he will have a plotting board 
upon which will be a circle divided 
Into 3,600 degrees. Each gun will bave 
on a quadrant of the same plot. A 
range finder, usually one of the bat- 
tery, will help la the working of the 
pun. The battery commander. know- 
Ing the location of the gun, will direct 
both the distance 10 which the shell 
will be hurled and the direction of the 
shot. For instance, he will call over the 
telephone "927 degrees, 3,800 yards." 
The gun crew will place tho gun over 
tbe 927 mark and will elevate it to tbe 
point which will enable it to shoot the 
required distance. Tbe man in the sad- 
dle of the gun will Immediately flnd a 
permanent mark, a tree In the renr or 
nt tne side or any other permanent ob 
ject will suffice. 
He will get thac ob- 


ject In the ?" iter of his telescopic mir- 
ror and will use that to aim by. 


Then the battery commander will 


commence to bracket—tbnt is, he will 
direct tbe first shell to be fired over the 
target nnd the second shell short of it 
He will gradually decrease this dis- 
tance until the shells are falling direct- 
ly into the trench. Thnt gun then be- 
ing upon the target will serve as a 
marker for other guns along the line.

MAKING GASES LIQUID. 


Knowledge of the "Critic*! Tempera- 


ture" Solved the Problem. 


In regard to the boiling points of 


liquid, there Is an ripper limit to the 
point at which a thing boils—that is, 
changes to the state of vapor. It is 
called the critical temperature. 
No 


matter how great a pressure exists on 
a substance, If it Is at a temperature 
greater than its critical it will change 
to vapor anyhow. 


The Ignorance of this point held 


back the making of liquefied gases— 
such as air, carbon dioxide, etc—for 
many years. The experimenters tried 
to liquefy gases at ordinary temperr 
tares by enormous pressures, wherer 
if they had just cooled the gases b 
low their critical temperatures befo' 
applying 
the 
pressure 
llquefactio 


would have ensued Immediately. 


This is the method employed todaj 


in making liquid air. The air is com 
pressed at first and then allowed to 
issue from a small orifice, thus ex- 
panding and cooliiig; is then pumped 
back and compressed by the pump, al- 
lowed to go through the orifice again, 
thus cooling still more, until at last it 
Is below the critical temperature, when 
the compression caused by the pump 
liquefies it.
